W. \V. Armstrong, editor 
a«f the Cleveland Plain Dealer, cornee 
out as a candidate for Sergeant-at-Arme, 
and it is said to hare quiotly secured the 
support of the Ohio delegation in oppo- 
sition to Mr. Leedom, the present in- 
cumbent. Mr. Armstrong has been for 
many years the Ohio member of the 
Rational Democratic Committee, aud is 
not only an active gentleman but unu- 
sually influential, and if he decides to 
make the fight he will undoubtedly be 
elected. It if) now generally understood 
that the celebrated Higgins, Appoint- 
ment Clerk of the Treasury Department, 
will enter the list for Doorkeeper on »n 
Anti-Civil Service Koform 
platform. 


Mr. Higgins will be relieved from his 
position in the Treasury Department, 
which he has ornamented so long, at 
the eud of the pregent month, bin suc- 
cessor having already been chosen and 
ia novr under instruction as to the duties 
which he is required to perform.

It is said at the State De- 
partment that when the clerk having 
charge of the matter, administered the 
oath to him, Mr. Foster was asked the 
usual question whether or not he was a 
citizon of the United States and he 
answered promptly that he was. Bat 
the State Department in all such cases 
requires absolute proof, ncd Mr. Poster 
was requested to forward his naturali?!1.- 
tioa papers. They have recently ar- 
rived, imd from them it appears that 
his naturalization dates only from No- 
vember 4, 1885. Ho was, therefore, 
whoa sworn in, not a citizen of ths 
United States.
